of the Cabinet meeting today, Attor- 
ney General Knox announced that the 
President had decided upon the ap- 
pointment of Francis E. Baker, to 
fill the vacancy in the Federal Judg- 
shlp in Indiana.

Washington, Dec. 10.—Proceedings 


In. the senate were considerably en- 
livened by a verbal set-to between 
the statesmen 
from 
South' Caro- 


lina. Senator Tillman challenged his 
colleague. Senator McLaurin, to re- 
sign with him on the spot, in order, to 
use Kis own language, that they might 
be able "to wash their dirty linen at 
home." Mr. McLaurin did not take 
up the gage. The incident was tno 
direct sequel of the very bitter con- 
troversy which arose between the sen- 
ators in South Carolina last spring. 
Mr. McLaurin arose to a question of 
personal privilege and proceeded to 
explain what he characterized a 'con- 
spiracy to discredit him in his own 
state for views which did not meet the 
approval of the Democratic leaders. 
He declared that he was being humil- 
iated, and according to public prints 
•was to toe excluded from the Demo- 
cratic daucus because he had acted 
upon certain interests. He announced 
himself a believer in the old Democ- 
racy, and after denouncing the new 
Democracy leaders who, he said, had 
brought destruction upon the party, 
declared that he could not be driven 
from his old allegiance into a party 
with which he did not care to affiliate. 
Senator Jones, chairman of the Demo- 
cratic national committee, denied that 
he had any "ulterior motives" in not 
inviting Mr. McLaurin to enter the 
caucus. Mr. Hoar took occasion to 
express the opinion that it was very 
doubtful whether both of the South 
Carolina seats in the senate were not 
in reality vacant. He contended that 
when the resignations were offered 
last spring to the governor they could 
not be withdrawn thereafter. 


The senate in executive session 


took up the Hay-Pauncefote treaty. 


Senator Hoar ordered a bill giving 


the UnHed States jurisdiction in cases 
of lynching and making the crime of 
participation in lynchings punishable 
by death. Another by Mr. Hoar re- 
quests the president to "enter into ne- 
gotiations with civilized powers for an 
island to which shall be banished an- 
archists and their followers.

Defining conspiracy in restraint of 
trade; authorizing the use of $100,000 
of the unclaimed funds of the Freed- 
men's bureau for the establishment of 
a home for aged and infirm colored 
people; to prohibit Chinese immigra- 
tion; authorizing the construction of 
a railway across Alaska by private 
companies.

The Frye bill provides seven distinct 
classes, with a rate of 56 to 20-knot 
steamers. 


The second title, "General subsidy," I 


contains the general subsidy for all | 
vessels, steam or sail, which are not 
under mail contracts. This general 
subsidy is uniform, 1 cent per gross 
ton 100 nautical'miles for not exceed- 
ing 16 entries in one year. To pro- 
mote the building of new ocean ves- 
sels an additional allowance of IVt 
cents per gross ton is made for five 
years. A vessel to receive the general 
subsidy must carry mails if required, 
and must train in seamanship or en- 
gineering one American "youth for each 
1,000 ^ons, the vessel to be at the ser- 
vice of the government if required for 
defense. Any vessel to receive subsi- 
dy must be class A 1, and at least one- 
fourth of the crew must be American. 
The bill provides an annual bounty of 
$2 a ton for deep-sea fishing vessels 
and of §1 a month for American citi- 
zens when engaged in deep-sea fisher- 
ies; that a vessel shall receive only 
one form of subsidy, and that a vessel 
which has received a subsidy shall not 
be sold to a foreigner^ except by con- 
sent of the secretary of the treasury. 
The bill does net provide for American 
registry for foreign ships owned by 
Americans.

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ROOOSEVELT'S TARIFF RULE. 


' President Roosevelt in his somewhat 
Indefinite way of treating the tariff 
and reciprocity in his annual 
sage lays down a rule on which the 
American people may be said to have 
reached an agreement. It is that 'the 
duties must never he reduced below 
the point that will cover the difference 
between the 
labor 
cost 
here and 


abroad." The most radical reformers 
would long ago have accepted this rule 
of tariff regulations. It has apparent- 
ly been ecquiesced in by all, but as a 
matter of fact did not satisfy the ra- 
bid protectionists who have made oui 
tariff laws. They 
demanded 
some- 


thing more, and have got it. The tar- 
iff in most instances is more than 
double the cost abroad, and in many 
cases is fixed at absolutely prohibitory 
lates. It has become an instrument 
lor the maintenance of monopoly and 
trust combinations, and with what re- 
sults?

that American goods are sold cheaper 
abroad than at home. Excessive tariff 
rates enables this to be done.

Once I was a train dispatcher. I am 


Hot now and don't want to bt5. This is 
the reason: 


One night the road was fairly hot 


with trains when I came on duty. 1 
wondered how in thunder I should 
ever get the passenger train through 
without delay. There seemed to be a 
train on every sidetrack over the whole 
length of. the road and more between j 
stations. I worked like a beaver. It j 
was in the old days of what are knowi* 
as "single"' orders, when each train , 
received a separate order, which must i 
be sent to each one. concerned singly, i 
You will easily see how in the rush of j 
business a single order might be incor- 
rectly transmitted and trains leave sta- 
tions under conflicting orders, which 
would certainly bring them together 
unless corrected. 


A double header loft the foot of tlio 


mountain about midnight holding an 
order giving it the light to Summit. 
About thirty-five minutes ahead of it 
was a fast freight. The latter had an 
engine numbered 427, and the double 
train had engines 342 and 327. 


Along toward morning R train was 


ready to go down the mountain, and I 
save the order to ''run will'' and wait 
for engine 427 at Summit. In some 
way or other the double train follow- 
ing slipped my memory completely. I 
have thought since I must have got 
mixed on the two numbers 427 ami 
327. At any rate, when the operator at 
Summit reported the two trains Ie.iv- 
iug it catne over me with the sudden- 
ness and pain of a galvanic shock that 
I had given what we call a ''lap'1 or- 
der. 


The horrible feeling that seized me 


often makes me shudder when I think 
of it now. My hand fell from the key 
limp and nerveless. Something seemed 
to cast a blur before my eyes so I could 
not read the orders before me. The 
blood rushed to my bend, and my tem- 
ples beat like trip hammers. But only 
for a second. Like a flash I seized the 
key and asl-.ed the operator to stop the 
down train. It was too late. It had 
gone. Then I tried to reach the double 
train, but it, too. had passed the last 
telegraph office, and I knew no earthly 
power could prevent those trains from 
striking hard, for the grade is nearly 
twenty feet to the mile up there. 


I sent foi? the chief dispatcher imme- 


diately and told him the situation. He 
was an old hand at the business, and 
an affair of this kind fretted bis nerves 
almost to the point of insanity. He 
added nearly 100 per cent to uiy agony 
of uiiucl. He -n ould sit down and look 
the tram sheet over and seetn to de- 
vour the fatal orders with his eye«, 
then jump rip with a gesture of de- 
spair and tiny, '"By gosh, that's too 
bad'." Then be would pace up and 
down the floor, repeating to himself: 
"That's too bad, too bad. They'll strike 
as sure as the world." returning al- 
ways to pore over the train sheet and 
order book. I could have screamed 
with the awful strain of nervous sus- 
pense. I confidently believe that nofi- 
ing but lack of courage and the curious 
fascination kept me from nishiug out 
and jumping into the river, seventy- 
five feet below. 


I felt absolutely certain that some of 


those men would be killed. Had both 
twins been Dingle the drivers migW' 
poss-ibly sec eacn other's headlights ' i 
time to jump, but' I v, us sure the men 
ou the second engine of the double 
header wo.ikl go into the wreck nil 
over and disj as sure as fate. It has In- 
come fashionable nowadays to disbe- 
lieve in a. physical hereafter. I don't 
know anything about that, but 1 Co 
know that if mental torture be tbe lit 
of those who sin in this life, after OB? 

1 should prefer 
to take my chances with the old fash- 
ioned style of punishment. 


Suddenly both relays opened with a 


snap. The chief looked at me with t 
perfectly indescribable expression and 
went to the switchboard without a 
word.
